REVERSES HIS OWN OPINION 


BUTLER ACCEPTED AS DENNY’S 
BONDSMAN YESTERDAY. 


Jurist Declared That After Examining 
Law He Found Legal Ban Did 
Not Begin Until Sen- 
tence Was Begun. 


Mdward Butler, recently declared civilly 
dead by Judge Ryan, has been restored to 
his civil status by the same jurist in a re- 
vereal of his former decision. In accepting 
Butler as Charles J. Denny's bondsman 
yesterday, Judge Ryan said: 

“This matter’ came before me suddenly 
on Monday, and upon the contention of the 
Circut Attorney I ‘decided as I did, wish- 
ing to make no mistake 

“IT am now convinced that I did make a 
mistake. At the time it came up I was not 
confident as to the meaning of the ‘aw, but 
Since that time I have given the matter a 

reat dea! of study,.and I find that a de- 
endant who has heen found guilty and 
sentenced to a term of imprisonment does 
not become civilly dead until he begins 
serving the sentence. 

“An appeal to a higher court acts as 4 
Supersedeas, and I believe it is the law's 
intention that it should retain for him his 
Tights. 


A PARALLEL CASE. 

“T have examined the authorities on this 
question and find a case in this state 
which is parallel with the one at bar. In 
that case it was decided that the defencant, 
who appealed to a higher court after hav- 
Ing been convicted and sentenced to im- 
prisonment for four years, was not de 
prived of his c'vil rights, and in accordance 
with that decision I shall accept Mr. But- 
ler on this bond if he is prepared to show 
that his financial condition has not changed 
since he signed as surety originally.”’ 


IS DENNY’S BONDSMAN. 

Shortly after Judge Ryan had dec'ared 
Butler efvilly dead he notified Thomas J. 
Rowe, Butler's attorney, that in case But- 
ler was desirous of going on any other 
bonds the court would take the case under 
advisement and render a forma! dec sion 
on the matter. Until such a decision was 
asked for the court declared Attorney 
Folk’s contention that Butler was civilly 
dead would be sustaincd. 

Yesterday when Butler came forward to 
offer himsef as bondsman for Charles J. 
Denny Judge Ryan asked: 

‘Your financial condition has not changed 
since you qualified before me originaily, 
has it, Mr. Butler?” 

“Only that it is better now,’ said Butler 
with a smile. 

“Very we'l, then,” said Judge Ryan; ‘‘l 
shall accept vou on the bond.”’ 

Butler signed the bond. It is said hhis sig- 
“nature is attached to Four Courts bens 
aggregating $300,000.

Verdict Returned After Five 
Hours’ Deliberation. 


SEVENTH BOODLE CONVICTION 


DELEGATE CHARGED WITH PER- 
JURY IN SUBURBAN DEAL. 


Motion for New Trial Will Be Argued 
Next Week—Defendant Released 
on $15,000 Bond Signed 
by Butler. 


Charles J. Denny, now serving his sec- 
ond term as the /Sixth ward member of 
the House of Delegates, was found guilty 
of perjury by a jury in Judge Ryan's court 
yesterday afternoon, and his punishment 
fixed at two years in the penitentiary. 

The specific charge of which Denny was 
convicted is that he stated to the grand- 
jury that he 21ad no knowledge of the $45,- 
000 boodle fund distributed to the combine 
members of the House of Delegates to pass 
the lighting bill, whereas it was shown he 
did know about it and had received $2000 
of the amount kimself. 

The conviction of Denny is the seventh 
victory for Circuit Attorney Folk in his 
anti-boodle campaign. Only eight cases 
have been tried, Henry Nicolaus being the 
only defendant to be acquitted. 

The Denny case was the first’ of 16 sim- 
llar cases to be tried. The other 15 are 
against other members of the House com- 
bine that divided the $45,000 lighting fund 
and then told the grandjury they knew 
nothing about it. 


DENNY RAILWAY CLERK. 

Denny is a clerk in the auditor's office of 
the Missouri Pacific road. He is married 
and resides at 1032 South Highth street. 

He was released soon after the verdict 
was returned on a new bond of $15,000, 
signed by Edwam Butler. A motion for a 
new trial was made, and will be argued 
some day next week. 

The verdict of the jury find!ng Denny 
guilty was something of a surprise to those 
in the courtroom. The jury retired for de- 
liberation at 2:15. After being out two hours 
they reappeared in court. A verdict of guil- 
ty was looked for, owing to the briefness 
of their deliberations. 

“The jury is unable to agree,” was the 
announcement by Foreman F. R. Rice, how- 
ever. 

Judge Ryan said he did: not think he 
would be justified in discharging the jury 
without giving its members further time to 
try to reach an agreement. 

VERDICT RETURNED. 

At 5:2, an hour and ten minvtes later, 
the jury again filed into court, and Mr. 
Rice handed Judge Ryan a verdict. 

It found Denny guilty, and assessed his 
punishment at two years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

The Denny trial occupféed two days. The 
jury was selected, and the trial began 
Thursday morning. The state finished the 
presentation of ite evidence that day. It 
was the same as in other cases to some 
extent. Delegate Tamblyn was used to tell 
about the distribution of the $45,000 boodle 
fund, and a grandjury foreman completed 
the case against Denny by telling how the 
latter had denied all knowledge of the 
money. 

Friday morning the defense was pre- 
sented. It consisted solely of evidence to 
show the good character of the defendant 
W. Q. Morcom, auditor of the receiving 
department of the Missouri Pacific ra'‘l- 
road, testified to knowing Demy for 18 
years, and always considering him above 
reproach. Joseph Heitcamp, William 
Schwartz, W. A. Barton and R. W. Peters 
also testified for Denny. 

Brief arguments were then made by coun- 
sel, and the case wae given to the jury.

Now that he is gone and prospects for 
his retention in office are not as bright as 
might be, candidates for his position are 
permitting their names to be used with 
greater freedom than when he was here. 
It appears now that there are several who 
are willing to accept the $6000 annual salary 
attached to the oftice. 

Frank M. Sterrett, Willia . Hahn: and 
Congressman Charles F. Joy arementioned 
as candidates, while Charles D. Comfort, 
row superintendent of sub-stations, is said 
to be considering the advisability of push- 
ing himself to the front. However, he 
would not go after the office were Post- 
master Baumhoff to remain in the race, 
and it ‘s unlikely that he would urge his 
own appointment if Congressman Joy ex- 
presses a desire to run the postoffice here. 

It is predicted that if Joy does not be- 
come an official candidate, and Hahn does, 
there will be a merry war, for it is said 
that the whole Kerens and Ziegenhein 
crowd would fight for him to the sitter 
end. Very little is said of Sterrett’s 
chances, but it is practically conceded that 
if Joy wants the job he will get it. 

Just what defense, if any, Postmaster 
Baumhoff will present to the department 
is not known. Dispatches from Washing- 
ton to this city indicate that Mr. Baum- 
toff will not be reappointed, and it is even 
intimated by several that he may come to 
terms with Joy and then share in the 
honors of nominating his successor.

Schneider's failure was precipitated by 
the action of a foreign agent who was not 
satisfied with the way rem.ttances were 
coming in. Without notifying Schne.der 
this agent sold a large con ment, which 
was in Schneider's possession to John 
Clements, who was then in charge of the 
shoe department of the Famous. Other 
creditors descended upon Schneider and he 
was compeiled to assign. 

The various claims were adjudicated by 
the courts and Schneider obtained employ- 
ment with the Mound City Shoe Company, 
gradually acquiring some stock in that con- 


cern. 

Recently Schneider's health has failed 
and he is about to remove to a@& more 8a- 
lubrious c imate. He decided, however, 
that his debts should be paid in full before 
he left the City. Accordingly, he aid 
Charles Foster, St. Louis agent of ow- 
ard & Foster, Brockton, Mass., all he had 
ever owed the firm. 

Mr. Foster said that during a business 
career of 32 years this was the first time 
he had ever had such an experience.

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FRENCH BONBONS.—Before attempting 
this variety of sweets, it is imperative that 
one master the art of making fondant, 
which which is the basis of all French 
candies. With this knowledge as stock-in- 
trade, the possible changes and combina- 
tions are almost limitiess; without it, noth- 
ing can be done. 

There are two popular ways of making 
fondant; but as both produce, practically, 
the same results, which shall be used is a 
matter of choice. 

RAW FONDANT.—To the white of one 
egg add an equal quantity of ice waiter (this 
may be exactly ascertained if the white of 
egg is first measured in a glags) and a tea- 
spoonful of extract. Beat until the mix- 
ture is light, then add, gradually, one pound 
or more cunfectioner’s XXX sugar. Work 
with a spoon until smooth and firm. 


CVOKED FON DANT.—Place over the fire 
four cupfuls XXX sugar and one cupful of 
water; stir with a wooden spatula until the 
sugor ia dissolved, no longer. Boil ten min- 
utes or unti] it ‘threads.’ Remove sauce- 
pan to table and test fondant by rubbing a 
little of between the fingers. If it balls, 
turn into a bowl: when partly cooled, add 
favoring, then beat with the spatula until 
stiff enough to knead with the hands like 
bread. 

The fondant resulting from cither of these 
mixtures may be shaped into balls, squares, 
small-cubes, disks and many other forms. 
A little experience will enable one to do 
thiz readily. If vegetable colorings—which 
are harmiless—bde used, the French candies 
may be more perfectly imitated. For fla- 
voring, use extracts or fruit juices. 

CHOCOLATE CREAMS.—Dip plain 
creams, shaped from fondant, into melted 
swect cho rolate and they beceme chocolate 
creams. This dipping must be done quick- 
ly. Nothing is better for holding the creams 
while dipping than a long hatpin. Harden 
on olled pap2. 


HOW TO MAKE CHRISTMAS CANDIES. 


From Collier’s Weekly. 


If the risks of the trade of kingship are 
considerable, as the late King Humbert of 
Italy used to remark, the increase of the 
average longevity of monarchs during the 
past century is also considerable, says the 
London Express. Apropos of the death of 
the Belgian Queen in her sixty-third year, 
it is worth recalling that in the year 1818 
Europe possessed 61 sovereigns, of whom 
only 11 had passed their sixtieth year. Of 
these one alone had reached the age of 70. 
In 1900, although meanwhile the number of 
crowned heads had been reduced to 4, the 
list of sexagenarians was nearly trebied. 
There were at that date 29 sovereigns who 
had attained © and over. Of these seven 
had overstepped 70, five of them were 8, 
and one, the present Pope Leo XIIIL, was 
a nonagenarian. 


STARVING HEATHENS. 
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“You say missionaries have been scarce?”’

COCOANUT CREAMS.—Add grated co- 
coanut to the fondant, shape into cones, 
brush over with beaten white of egg and 
roll gently in grated cocoanut, ' 

FKUIT CREAMS.—Add chepped fruit to 
the fondant and shape to suit the fancy. 
Or, form into a loaf and cut into small 
square siices. By substituting chopped 
nuts for the fruit one has delicious nut 
loaf. 

VARIEGATED CREAMS.—Divide the 
fondant into three or more parts. Color 
and flavor each differently. Mold into flat 
cakes, pile one upon the other, press firm- 
ly but carefully together, trim the edges 
neatly, then cut int squares, cubes or 
strips. 

FRUIT BONBONS.-—Stone candied cher- 
ries, white grapes or dates and fill with 
emall rolls of fondant’ flavored with va- 
nilla. 


NUT CREAMS.—Pecan, peanut, almond, 
hazelnut or English wainut meats are 
converted into nut creams‘ by rolling them 
in fondant and then dipping in meited 
chocolate. Or, press the meats inte little 
cakes of the fondant. | 

Thus one combination suggests “another 
equally delicious, and from even a smali 
amount ef f :ndant a great variety of bon- 
bons may be evolved. ‘Tis wiser to make 
the fondant in small quantities. If more 
is needed, make again. The results war- 
rant this expenditure of time and trou- 
ble. ' 

NOUGAT.—To make this most delectable 
of candies, melt over the fire in a porce- 
lain-lined vessel one pound fine white su- 
gar with two tablespoonfuls of water. 
Have ready one-half pound sweet almonds, 
blanched ‘and chopped. When the syrup 
begins to turn yellow, add the nuts, stir 
for five minutes, add a little grated lemon 
peel, and pour at once into a well-oiled 
flat pan.
